CONGRESS TO GET BUSY

Must Define Intoxicating Tdquor, Prye
Assert,

Washington, July 1.—Lax enforce-
ment of wartime prohibition will mean
the hasty ennctment of siriet enforce-
ment legisiation, prohibition leaders In
congreas today declnred,

The drys, headed by Chalrman Vol-
stend of the Judiciary committes, will
press the enforcement bili early next
weelk, asking for a speclal rule so that
it may be considered.

*“The spparent confusion over on-
forcement of wartime prohibition
shows the need of more legislation”™
Volstead mmid, “and with the large dry
majority In copgreas I am s=ure this
can be readlly approved. What con-
gress must do As speesdlly as possible
is to define ‘Intoxieating liquor' and
prevent all this litigstlion that may de-
feat the purpose of prohibition, Ew-
ery state that has prohibition laws has
agreed upon the minimum amount of
nicohol that makes liguer intoxicating
as one half of one per cent."™

Dry pians may be delayed, how-
ever, due to insistence of some pro-
hibitionists In the judiciary commit-
tee on coupling war time enforcement
and constitutional enforcement legis-
lation In the ®same measure.

The Dudge Clty cham-
ber of commerce {8 planning to char-
ter a special trailn to bring 1,000 har-
vesters frem Chicago and ecastern
points. Expenses will be pald by the
farmers.

That Is the story of conditiona In
the big wheat producing territory of
Ford. Gray and adjoining counties as
brought to Topeka today by L. J.
Pettljohn, secretary of state. FPeltl-
john has lived in Ford counly mure
than thirty years and knows condi-
tionx perfectly. His statement of the
serious problem facing wheat rrtIW-]
ers {s based on o drive of more than
300 miles thru Ford and n(ljra!r:mx‘F
counties.

Must Have Labor Rellef.

For the first titpe thls season the
hopper invamion assumed perfous as-
pects in the report which Pettijohn
hrought to Topeka, He declared that
only immediale relief from the labor
shortage would save heavy losses. 1t
is estimated that in some Tields In
Ford county grasshoppers will destroy
20 to 25 per cent of the crop.

“Million= of grasshoppers have wud-
denly appeared In the Ford and Gray
county wheat flelde™ Pettijohn stated
today. “'Saturday I drove more than
250 miles. I made another drive Sun.
day. The conditions which 1 found
threaten almost devastation of many
hig flelds. Ford county needs 1.200
to 1,600 men at once, If these men
are not secured, farmers face a tre-
mendous joss"
